Where was then found 
only an arid waste he will ao see 
plain homes and ‘productive’ fields: 
Our town’ has ‘come into existence and 
been maintained by this improvement 
directly, but one great element we 
have lost sight of. Farming in 
Washoe county is perhaps more profit- | 
able than clsewhere on the Coast, and 
from this very fact farmers have been 
content to neglect the ready means of 
improvement which would greatly in- 
erease their wealth. No system of 
drainage for carrying off the large 
quantities of alkali have yet been de- 
vised. Our irrigation process has not 
been perfected. Tree-planting has 
been neglected. The economical use 
of land has not been studied, and 
really no proper pains taken to re- 
claim or improve certain lands. This 
is a result of the low price set upon 
land heretofore, but within the year 
farms have become valuable property, 
and it should be every man's wish 
to add to his productive acres those 
now lying idle, and while rendering 
his land fertile add to it the cheerful 
improvements so long neglected. If 
your land is low and impregnated 
with alkali, provide drainage. Repair 
your ditches and perfect your system 
irrigation. Add manure to your soil 
and increase its fertility. Repair 
your farm buildings. Try to intro- 
duce a better strain of blood into 
your herds. Plant fruit and shade 
trees; in short give your time to the 
improvement of the farm, for in that 
process is the principle source of 
wealth for our county. The farming 
class is the mainstay of every commu- 
nity, and we counsel permanent im- 


provement in our agricultural meth- 


ods as the readiest means of securing 
eomfort to the father and riches for 
the son. We are convinced that two 
years of positive effort will effect a 
change no less. wonderful than that 


which the last ten years have wrought.

The Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury to-day issued the forty-sec- 
ond call for the redemption of flve- 
twenty bonds of 1865 for May and 
November. The call is for 810,000,

000 registered bonds, principal and in- 
terest to be paid at the Treasury on 
and after the 10th of June next. Iu-
